D.A. closes investigation of former Wilmington Police Officer Steven LaRivee after 8 months

WILMINGTON - Eight months ago a 
Woburn Street house in Wilmington, rented 
by a Wilmington Police Officer, was broken 
into by a group of teenaged boys who stole a 
number of firearms. The boys involved lived 
in both Wilmington and Tewksbury. The 
office of Middlesex District Attorney Gerald 
Léone told the Crier this week that it has 
fihally completed an investigation into the 


incident, determining that there is insuffi- 
cient evidence to bring criminal charges 
against Officer Steven LaRivee. 

“It was discovered that Officer LaRivee 
stored numerous firearms in the home, some 
of which had been stolen in the course of the 
breaking and entering. We conducted an 
extensive investigation to determine whether 
Officer LaRivee’s storage of the firearms was 
in violation of the law,” said spokesman for 


the Middlesex D.A., Corey . Welford. 
“Specifically the law requires that firearms 
be equipped with trigger locks or be secured 
in a locked container.” 

Welford stated that the investigation includ- 
ed inspection of the scene at 764 Woburn 
Street, ballistic analysis, and witness state- 
ments. 

“Upon completion of that investigation we 
found no credible evidence to prove that he 


had been in violation of the law and insuffi- 
cient evidence to bring criminal charges in 
this case,” said Welford. 

According to Massachusetts General Laws 
section 131L (a), it is unlawful to store or 
keep any firearm “unless such weapon is 
secured in a locked container or equipped 
with a tamper resistant mechanical lock or 
other safety device, properly engaged so as

WILMINGTON - It is unusu- 
al, to say the least, for 14

Chairman Francis Haggerty 
wrote, “Neither the statutes 
nor the court decisions state 
or infer that the town shall 
guarantee full protection to 
your bridge before your com- 
pany meets its obligations.” 

Dept. of Public 
Works wanted to build a new 
bridge, but that could not be 
done in the existing location, 
and it would take several

Elderly Drivers 
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who represents Wilmington, 
cosponsored legislation on the 
issue before the filing dead- 
line in January, well before 
the tragic events of recent 
weeks have caused many in 
the public to ponder what, if 
anything, is being done to 
curb such tragedies, 

“There are a number of 
approaches to this problem,” 
said Tarr. “The main thing I 
want to express, is that we 
acknowledge: that there is an 
issue, but there are a number 
of ways to look at this in a way 
that doesn’t discriminate 
against anyone, but also 
ensures we are all safe on our 
roadways.”

Senator Susan Tucker, who 
represents Tewksbury, 


according to radio station 
WTKK, supports the senate 
bill 1929 as does 
Representative James Miceli. 
Miceli, who represents 
Wilmington and Tewksbury, is 
the former owner of an insur- 
ance company and serves on 
the Joint Committee on Elder 
Affairs. 

“The bill that seems to have 
the most mobility is Joyce's 
bill, because it’s an issue that 
he's been pushing for year. It's 
a mandatory test at 85, and I 
don’t have a problem with 
that,” said Miceli. “If that’s 
the bill that seems to have 
that much momentum, I'd be 
supportive.” 

With his insurance cap on, 
Miceli says that he thinks the 
seniors have taken a real bum 
rap in recent weeks. 

“By and large, it's the 
younger folks that have most 
of the claims,” said Miceli 
“But these cases lately high- 
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light a serious problem. I 
wouldn't fault them if at least 
they worked out a daytime 
license, but by and large I 
have no problem whatsoever 
with testing at age 85. I think 
a majority will support this 
testing.” 

Most seniors are reluctant to 
give up their car keys, afraid 
that they will lose their free- 
dom to come and go as they 
please. 

“They just feel that they are 
handcuffed without that 
license,” said Miceli 

“I think all these actions 
brought a lot of attention to 
the issue. It’s really difficult 
to figure out the steps to take, 
and its tough to know where to 
turn,” says Terry Marciello, 
Director of Elderly Services 
for Wilmington. “All of us that 
work with elders are very 
attentive to the issue to see 
what the next step will be. It is 
truly taking away someone's 
independence.” 

One option that Marciello 
touts is a program through 
New England Rehab Hospital 
called the Driver Education 
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Program. Entrance into the 
program requires a referral 
by a physician and does 
require a fee. The program 
offers a clinical assessment 
with an occupational thera- 
pist, a visual test, muscle 
tone, response time and so 
forth. Drivers can also do an 
indoor simulation to improve 
reaction time and then take it 
a step further to a road test. 
“I think some people do ques- 
tion whether they should be 
driving. We can offer this to 
people so that they can make 
that judgment for themselves. 
I don’t think that just because 
you are 85 means that you 
cannot drive,” said Marciello, 

There are resources in the 
Wilmington area for seniors 
that no longer drive. The 
Senior Center offers a van to 
transport seniors to doctor 
appointments and shopping, 
which is available to anyone 
60 and over. The Ride, through 
the MBTA, is another trans: 
portation resource in the

erable by any person other 
than the owner or other law- 
fully authorized user.” 

Six youths were arrested 
far in connection with that 
robbery. Four were 
arraigned in Woburn District 
Court last fall on charges 
ranging from breaking and 
entering to possession of 
firearms (including a sawed 
off shotgun). Two of the six 
were minors and arraigned 
in juvenile court in Lowell. 
The four arraigned as adults 
are still waiting for their 
trial, on house arrest and 
wearing monitoring 
bracelets, 

Court documents allege 
that at least 10 Wilmington 
youths, most attending the 
Shawsheen Tech, knew about 
the uninhabited, dilapidated 
house at 764 Woburn Street. 
Police reports stated that the 
youths indicated they saw 
ammunition scattered on the 
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floor, a grenade, and a sword 
in addition to numerous 
firearms and knives in the 
house. The combination 
proved irresistible to the 
young men, ranging in age 
from 15 to 21 years. 
According to police reports, 
several of the youths broke 
into the house, taking multi- 
ple firearms, including a .22 
caliber rifle, a fully loaded 
.30 caliber semi-automatic 
rifle, a sawed-off shotgun, 
and a number of 
Further items stolen from 
the house included a box of 
arrows, a gas mask, and a 
variety of knives including a 
ten-inch “butterfly” knife and 
a “plunge” knife. Another 
suspect tried to pry open the 
handle to a large safe, break- 
ing it in the process. Trigger 
locks on two large guns were 
easily pried off with knives, 
the boys said to police. Other 
guns, according to court doc- 
uments, did not have trigger 
locks.. Some firearms were 
found on the floor, a desk and 
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a dresser in the house. 
During the early stages of 
the investigation into the 
weapons theft, police asked 
Officer Stephen LaRivee to 
assess the house he rented, 
from which the guns were 
taken, to determine if any- 
thing was stolen. LaRivee, a 
firearms instructor for the 
Wilmington Police 
Department, had not filed 
any reports about his house 
being broken into or any 
property stolen before the 
investigation began. He did 
confirm that the house was 
illegally entered and that 
several functional firearms 
including rifles, shotguns, 
and revolvers, were stolen. 
Caira asked the veteran 
officer of 25 years to resign 
in November, By retiring, 
LaRivee kept his pension, 
though it will be smaller due 
to the earlier retirement. He 
is also no longer licensed to 
carry a firearm. 
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the railroad to repair its 
bridge. The town was to post 
the bridge for a six-ton limit 
and have police officers on 
duty at the bridge for two days 
to block heavy trucks from 
using it. 

That repair lasted for about 
three years, and the attack 
came not from above but 
below. In May and June 1961, 
the bridge was hit not once but 
twice by piggy-back trailers 
on railroad cars. Again, the 
bridge was closed for repairs. 
This time, it was clearly the 
railroad’s fault. 

In the mid-1960s, a gravel pit 
was in operation at the old 
Shdwsheen Pines airport, off 
Hopkins Street on the 
Billerica-Wilmington line. It 
seems that the owner had con- 
tracted for gravel to be deliv- 
ered to Logan Airport, where 
a large expansion was under- 
way. It wasn’t long before one 
of the trucks broke the tim- 
bers of the Shawsheen Avenue 
bridge. The truck weighed 56 
tons. 


Again, the bridge was closed 


New 
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for months. Traffic was oblig- 
ed to use the Bridge Lane 
bridge, a quarter-mile to the 
north, or use other routes. 

At the time, town and state 
officials were planning a by- 
pass around Wilmington 
Square. One proposed route 
would have built a road from 
Lowell Street to a point near 
Rocco’s Restaurant, where it 
would cross Main Street and 
then cross the railroad. It 
would connect to Shawsheen 
Avenue. 

The portion of Route 129 that 
currently runs from Main 
Street to Shawsheen Avenue 
was built in 1973-74, The pro- 
ject radically changed the 
area. Several homes were 
taken, one on Main Street, 
some on Brand Avenue and 
Wiser Street, and some on 
Shawsheen Avenue. At the 
beginning of 1975, the old 
Shawsheen Avenue bridge 
became a footbridge. And the 
Bridge Lane bridge was 
demolished. 

The project cost $1.4 million 
and included a reconstruction 
of a portion of the old

Middlesex Canal as a histori- 
cal park. However, nothing 
has ever been done with it, as 
there was no parking area 
included. The only access is 
by a long stairway from the 
bridge. 

Then, just as a contract was 
to be put out to bid for the con- 
struction of the remainder of 
the by-pass project, the 
Environmental Protection Act 
was passed in Washington; 
Everything stopped. The by- 
pass, Which would have gone 
through some swamp land, 
was never built. 3 

The state has assumed 
responsibility for the railroad 
bridges, and one by one, 
Wilmington’s old railroad 
bridges have been replaced: 
Nichols Street, Lake Street, 
Burlington Avenue and Eames 
Street all have modern, safe 
bridges. The bridge on Bridge 
Lane was never re-built. Only 
Butters Row has a bridge of 
the old wooden design. And 
motorists there still curse as 
they back down from the 
bridge. 
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WHS Hall of Famer: 


Lifelong friendships help to make 
Froton’s ‘Possible Dream’ 


Wilmington High School 
Hall of Famer Rick Froton is 
out there pitching his new 
weight-loss book, ‘The 
Possible Dream’-many years 
removed from pitching a 
baseball for the Wildcats 
before embarking on a brief 
professional baseball career 
in the Boston Red Sox minor 
league system. Rick made 
plenty of soon-to-be famous 
friends among the future Sox- 
Tony Conigliaro, George 
Scott, Joe Foy, and Billy 
Rohr-all members of the 
‘Impossible Dream’ Sox team 
of 1967. 

Not long before those more 
‘famous’ friendships were 
cultivated, Froton made more 
than a few lifetime connec- 
tions in his home town of 
Wilmington. Yes, you can go 
home again. Froton made 
that trip back many years 
ago and has stuck around, 
working the town (and many 
a room) as he spreads his 
optimistic outlook on life 
wherever he goes. 

By 1964, after two-and-one 
half seasons, an arm injury 
sent Froton to the sidelines 
and back to his home town of 
Wilmington, where he contin- 
ued playing in local leagues 
for over 25 years, 

Rick signed a professional 
baseball contract that paid 
him 500 bucks a month. He 
got-an- $8,000--bonus. It- was 
short money, but then-and 
now-Froton always valued the 
friendships and the relation- 
ships that he made while 
playing baseball and football 
at Wilmington High School. 
Sure, he had the dreams of 
making the big leagues like 
many young _ballplayers 
today, He learned from expe- 
rience-and adversity. The 
arm injury and a slow weight 
gain that became a burden on 
his health have helped him to 
look back on his time spent 
on the fields of Wilmington as 
an era to be cherished and 
honored. Froton humbly says 
that none of this would have 
been possible without the big 
athletic jump-start provided 
by his friends and teammates 
at Wilmington High School. 
Froton played on the unde- 
feated WHS’ football teams of 
1961 and 1962, and pitched in a 
championship baseball game 
for the Wildcats in the spring 


of 1962. Rick remembers 
pitching on two days rest in 
that 5-4 loss to Randolph High 
School. Not long after that 
game, he hurled a no-hitter in 
asemi-pro game and met Red 
Sox pitcher Bill Moi te 
through the efforts of the late 
WHS’ Athletic Director Larry 
Cushing, who played many 
years ago in the Red Sox’ sys- 
tem. 


Frotén admits that” many 
years later, it was nice to 
have people who cared about 
you with connections that 
could help a kid toward that 
very ‘possible dream. Those 
friends include the many 
teammates that Rick Fyoton 
will never forget. 

“I was very fortunate to 
have a great supporting cast 
over my years in 
Wilmington,” recalls Froton . 
“There were many outstand- 
ing people, and all of them 
helped me on many occa- 
sions. There were just certain 
intangibles in athletics that 
helped me to have a success- 
ful life and career.” 

That life has included over 
30 years working for Polaroid, 
and now his life as an author 
with a book that he believes 
could make him some new 
friends as he helps others 
with a problem that he saw as 
something that could be over- 
come with, a different diet 


thought-process. 

Froton says that he spent a 
lot of quiet time contemplat- 
ing just how he would deal 
with a weight gain of 60 
pounds over the years. Six 
years ago, Rick weighed-in at 
263 pounds. Now a solid 205 
pounds, Froton is diligently 
hawking his book and 
embarking on some speaking 
engagements with all the fire 
that” this “half of fatier can 
muster. He wouldn’t do it any 
other way, having been 
around winners like himself 
for most of his life. Ever the 
competitor, Froton saw a way 
out of that typical weight-loss 
tunnel. It’s all in the book. 
And, the man is grateful for 
all the help that he got along 
the way. 

“I’m a realist. I'm just a 
regular guy who suffered 
with his weight for 25 years 
and finally found a way to 
lose it,” says Froton. That 
‘way’ includes some very 
famous Wilmington High 
School names in several 
sports that even included 
speed skating-a sport that 
featured some very famous 
Wilmington names that 
include Jeanne Ashworth. 

Froton readily admits that 
much of his success that he 
saw along the way would 
never have been possible’ 
without some Wilmington 
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High School ‘dream teamers. 
Some of the greatest players 
took the field with Froton, 
and if he had his way, there 
would be a day-and possibly a 
book-named after the young 
people on those WHS teams 
of 1960-62. They were baseball 
and football players. They 
were speed’ skaters. They 
were friends that Rick Froton 
will never forget. Froton 
remembers those years and 
glows as he speaks about 
those people and the memo- 
ries that were made. 

Eddie Woods - captain of 
the WHS football team - 
“Kevin Field, Eddie and I 
would take on the whole west 
side of town in pick-up foot- 
ball games before we got to 
high school. It was a preview 
of those unbeaten Wilmington 
High School teams of 1960 
and 1961. Kevin ran with the 
ball and I blocked.” 

Kevin Field- “He was the 
heart and soul of that football 
team my senior year. He was 
just an outstanding person 
and a great player.” 

Jack Bowen- “Our favorite 
play was the '26 blitz’ that we 
ran when we needed two, 
three or four yards. I don’t 
think that anyone ever 
stopped Jack on that play. 


pretty good player-then- I 
watched the films. Teams 
wanted to run away from 
Jack, who was probably one 
of our best defensive players, 


He later went on to be a great 
defensive player at 
Wyoming.” 


Jon Fairfield- “He was a 
freshman when I was a 
senior. He was a force, and 
went on to be a fine basket- 
ball player. Jon was huge. 
But, he was a big teddy bear 
off the field.” 

Albie Hall- “He was a great 
guard on those 1961 and 1962 
teams. Albie is someone that 
you never really hear about 
that much, but he was a hell 
of a player.

Pension bill looks to alleviate the pressute 
on a pension system damaged by economy 


By PAUL FEELY 


Massachusetts lawmakers unanimously approved a bill last 
week, which Governor Deval Patrick signed Tuesday afternoon, 
that looks to overhaul the state's pension system and shut down 
some of its most egregious abuses. 

The bill looks to end a "termination allowance" for lawmak- 
ers who are not re-elected and eliminate a "one-day/one-year" 
rule allowing elected officials to be credited with a year's serv- 
ice for just one day's work in a calendar year. 

It also limits the definition of "compensation" to wages and 
salary, banning the use of housing benefits, car-related costs 
and other bonuses to inflate pensions. 

The bill won bipartisan support in both chambers, and Gov. 
Patrick was pleased to sign it. 

“Today, we make good on a promise to the public to restore 
trust in government," said Governor Patrick. “I am proud to be 
standing alongside Senate President Murray and Speaker 
DeLeo and commend the Legislature for taking this critical step 
to eliminate the abuses and ip that for too long 
have threatened the system’s credibility and ultimate sustain- 
ability for all public workers.”

“This is a major step forward,” Senate President Therese 
Murray said. “We have, once and for all, put an end to the most 
serious abuses and answered the public outcry for significant 
changes in our pension system. This was a bi-partisan, cooper- 
ative effort to fix a system that allowed too many to take unfair 
advantages. Not only have we ended these abuses, we will also 
continue to look at more complex issues within the system for 
more comprehensive reforms and savings for the 
Commonwealth.” 

The bill looks to help alleviate the pressure on a pension sys- 
tem that appears to be somewhat in disarray, suffering the 
same diminishing investment returns as many private 401K 
funds across the nation. 

According to the 2008 Massachusetts Public Employee 
Retirement Administration Commission Investment Report, at 
the beginning of 2008, 41 local systems invested all (or essential- 
ly all) of their assets in the PRIT Core Fund. During the year, 
another eight systems joined PRIT, either voluntarily or as a 
result of Chapter 68. Assets of these 49 systems totaled nearly 
$4.4 billion at year-end. 

Performance for 2008 among the 104 local systems ranged 
from -19.3% to -33.1%. The median return was -28.0% and the 
composite return was -28.6%. For the 63 systems that began 
2008 investing on their own, the median return was -26.6%. 

The median return for the 41 local systems that invested 
totally with PRIT for the entire year was -29.3%, slightly better 
than that of the PRIT Fund itself (-29.5%). 

According to the report, the 2008 returns for local communi- 
ties included: 

Reading down 29.42 percent, with a 75.7 percent funded 
ratio;

The ten local systems with the best performance last year 
registered losses of between -19.3% and -22.5%. They were all 
among the commonwealth’s smaller systems; portfolio asset 
sizes ranged from $7.5 million to $130 million. Five of these sys- 
tems do not employ an investment consultant and utilize only 
one investment manager for substantially all their equity and 
fixed income assets, These systems generally had well-above- 
average cash positions, several in the range of 20% and one as 
high as 26%. In several cases, the systems made strategic 
moves during the course of the year to decrease their exposure 
to risky assets and increase their holdings of cash. 

According to the State of the Pension System Report for 
2009, Reading, Winchester, Stoneham and Woburn are all listed 
among the 13 communities scheduled to be fully funded in or 
before 2025, and are using an investment return assumption 
that is at or lower than eight percent 

The purpose of this report is to provide an overview of the 
public pension systems in Massachusetts, particularly in rela- 
tion to the funding, investment, and benefit structure under 
which those systems operate. 

The increasing focus on the public pension system in 
Massachusetts and across the country has brought forward 
many opinions about the fiscal condition, benefit structure, 
administrative, and investment performance of the trustees 
respon- sible for the management of those systems. 

Massachusetts lawmakers took a state towards alleviating 
the public perception of the pension system last week by unan- 
imously approving a bill to overhaul the system and shut down 
some of its biggest abuses. 

But some said the bill doesn't go nearly far enough to make 
the systemic changes needed to bring about real savings in the 
pension system. l 

Senate Minority Leader Richard Tisei, R-Wakefield, said 
one proposal not included in the bill would have changed a rule 
that allows employees who are fired to immediately begin col- 
lecting their pensions.

“I'm proud to have been a strong advocate for this impor- 
tant reform of our public pension system,” said Winchestér 
State Representative Jason Lewis. “The reforms in this bill 
will apply to all current and future state employees and elect- 
ed officials who retire after July 1, 2009, so we will see the 
impact of this legislation almost immediately.” 

There are a number of significant reforms in this bill, 
including: 

* Eliminates the "one day, one year" provision that allows 
elected officials to claim a full year of credible service for 
working one day in a calendar year 

* Eliminates a provision that has allowed some elected offi- 
cials to claim early, enhanced pensions when they choose not 
to seek re-election after 20 years of service 

* Redefines “regular compensation” upon which pensions 
are calculated to exclude benefits like housing, lodging, travel, 
and other similar allowances 

* Eliminates current provisions that enable some public offi- 
cials to establish pension credit for service in positions that 
have no or minimal compensation 

* Extends the "vesting" requirement for elected officials 
from 6 years to 10 years 

* Eliminates a loophole that allows individuals receiving 
pension benefits to return to work and receive a full salary in 
addition’ to pension benefits if the individuals are classified as 
“consultants” or "independent contractors” 

* Reforms the current accidental disability retirement bene- 
fit so that it is tied to the 12-month average of compensation 
received prior to the date of injury (this eliminates the so- 
called “king for a day”) 

In addition to these and other critical reforms, the bill also 
establishes a Commission to investigate additional ways to 
reform our pension system to ensure fiscal soundness. : 

“The legislature has chalked up a major victory for reform,” 
said Pam Wilmot, executive director of Common Cause 
Massachusetts. “The bill closes loopholes in the law and will 
prevent some of the most significant abuses in the pension sys- 
tem.” 

A legislative blue ribbon commission has been appointed to 
recommend additional changes to the pension system. Their 
report is due Sept. 1. Those recommendations could include 
putting a cap on the total level of pension benefits and fixing . 
abuses to the disability pension system. . 

“The Legislature has taken a monumental step forward with 
this piece of legislation,” Representative Mark Falzone, who 
represents Wakefield, stated in a release. 

“This legislation is a critical piece of the House’s reform 
agenda,” Representative Katherine Clark, who also represents 
Wakefield, stated.
